Ten ny ton, Artistically Fastidious, Was 
a Personal Sloven. 
Thera la a sort of idea in the public 
mind that the poet is what scientists 
call a “fixed genius,” that every poet 
Is the exact counterpart of every other 
poet 
There is probably no class of 
men In the world—lf class It can be 
called — whose members differ more 
widely la personality. 
Pope, 
for 
instance, 
was 
a 
miser. 
Dryden, Sedley, Rochester and Shelley 
seemed to have no use for money and 
“splashed it about In the most insane 
fashion. Shakespeare wag a keen man 
of business. His contemporaries, Mar­ 
lowe and 
Maeeinger, 
did 
not 
leave 
enough to have their bodies decently 
buried. 
Coming down to modern times, Ten­ 
nyson was artistically the most deli­ 
cate and fastidious of men. 
A mis­ 
placed comma, an epithet which wag 
not the perfection of expression, gave 
him nights of insomnia. 
Yet he was perhaps the most utterly 
careless man of his generation regard­ 
ing his personal appearance. 
Had he 
not been carefully watched by his de­ 
voted wife, he would hare been quite 
content to wear a suit of clothes until 
it dropped off him bit by bit In obedi­ 
ence to the law ct gravitation. 
A great admirer of Tennyson onct 
described his first meeting with the 
great poet.

In both senses of the phrase—of his 
generation, Thomas Carlyle. 
Carlyle had occasional fits of silence, 
and he .and Tennyson would sit on op­ 
posite sides of the hearth for six hours 
at a stretch without exchanging as 
many words. 
At the expiration of such a period 
of silent intercommunication Carlyle 
would knock the ashes out of his last 
pipe and remark with every symptom 
of the keenest intellectual satisfaction,

The man of science, like the man of 
law, has brought before him many an 
anomaly; but, unlike the judge or the 
advocate, he knows that the contradic­ 
tions he studies are only such in seem ­ 
ing. 
He feels confident that nature at 
the core is in agreement with herself. 
Any day, he believes, these apparent 
contradictions may be resolved into 
cases of detected law, 
not 
simple 
enough to disclose itself to aught but 
the most rigorous analysis. 
In the realm of heat it seem s that 
certain rules of radiation, conduction, 
boiling points and the like are general, 
not universal. 
In most cases they act 
as if alone; in a few cases their effect 
is masked by causes as yet not under­ 
stood. 
Let a few cases as perplexing 
as that of the alloys under refrigera­ 
tion be briefly recounted. 
Common solder has a louver melting 
point than any of its Ingredients., Sul­ 
phur fuses at 120 C. and thickens again 
at 220 C. 
When steel is heated and 
dipped into cold water it la hardened; 
the same treatment softens copper. 
W hile almost every substance expands 
with h ea t rubber shrinks. 
In most 
cases electrical conductivity is impair­ 
ed by increase of temperature, yet a 
carbon pencil rises to an almost three­

augmentation 
of 
conductivity 
'w hen brought to incandescence in an 
electric lamp. 
We may be well assured that when 
these anomalies are resolved the ex­ 
planations w’ill bear in their train oth­ 
er difficulties for research yet more 
subtle. 
Science never does worthier 
work than where, as here, she points 
to her own unfinished w alls and bids 
the student as a privilege and a duty 
to supply their gaps as best he may.—

These Tireless Worksrs Have Altered 
Amerioa s Landscape. 
Because its 
operations are chiefly 
nocturnal, so that it is seldom or never 
seen, and because of its skill in con­ 
trolling water apd in house building, 
som ething of m ystery has grown up 
about the beaver. 
It is said that It 
fells trees for the purpose of building 
its dams and can lay a tree where it 
wishes to with the accuracy of the most 
skilled axman. 
It is said also that it 
uses its tail as a trowel, plastering the 
mud on its houses and dams w ith this 
appendage as a mason spreads his 0 i^ team back 
mortar. 
M yths like these will probably have 
a long life. 
The latter belief is no 
doubt encouraged by the beaver's fre­ 
quent habit of slapping the w’ater or 
earth with its tail as an alarm signal 
whenever it is startled. 
There are 
many unexplained things about the 
beaver's life. 
Long before the w hite m an cam e to 
America the beaver w a s hard at w o rk 
building his dams all over the country 
and in narrow and som etim es iii wide 
stream valleys, arresting the w a te r 
and so collecting in Its ponds tho de­ 
tritus sw ept down from the hills and 
from the upper reaches of the stream. 
As this sedim ent gradually filled up 
the shallow ponds the beaver moved 
to other plaoes, and when in time the 
dam broke down and the waters drain­ 
ed off a wide level meadow w as left— 
the bottom of the old pond. 
All over the continent in suitable lo­ 
calities, from M exico north to the tree 
lim it and from the Atlantic to the Pa­ 
cific, this W’as going on century after 
century, and in this w ay no doubt wTere 
made vast areas of level meadow, 
whose origin is now unsuspected by 
the people who occupy them .—Forest 
and Stream.

HoW Those Little Creatures Can So 
Kept Alive For Years. 
Chameleons can be kept alite for 
years by making a frame to fit over a 
plant in a flowerpot and covering It 
with mosquito netting, which moat be 
long enough to tie with a string about 
the pot. Keep the pot in the sunniest 
window and water the plant every 
day through the netting. You will be 
surprised to see how eagerly the little 
creatures will drink the running wa­ 
ter after they get over their fear. 
Set a wire flytrap for flies, which yon 
can liberate under the netting. 
The 
chameleons 
will 
not 
be 
backward 
about helping themselves. 
In winter they do not require much 
food, but will relish a meal worm oc­ 
casionally on sunny days. Meal worms 
can sometimes be lo t at the grain 
stores for the asking or can be pur­ 
chased at the bird stores, or small 
spiders can be found in cracks and 
crannies asleep for the winter. They 
may be frozen stiff if found out of 
doors, but they revive in a warm room. 
Chameleons enjoy a place to sleep in 
nights and winters. Take a piece of 
red flannel four Inches wide and eight 
inches long; roll it over a stick as 
large round as your finger and sew it 
while on the stick so that it will not 
come unwound; then slip off and run 
a wire through It long enough to sus­ 
pend it from one of the branches on 
the plant. The chameleon will craw! 
into this cozy bed and go to sleep.—S t 
Nicholas.

reaches down under the water and 
cuts off the tails of the plain little fish, 
and then three or four of these tails 
are Joined on to the backbone where 
the one was cut off and fastened there 
with tiny bandages until they grow

The Japanese, who are very skillful 
in queer things of this kind, grow the 
finest goldfish in the world, and it Is a 
very good business, for very fine fish 
of this kind often bring as much as

“ Dr. Anderson claims that for 
the $155,000 of increased bonded in­ 
debtedness the people have been giv­ 
en $450,000 worth of permanent im­ 
provements.” 
The item of creosote 
pavement on Cass street was 
then 
cited as included in the li-t, although 
paid for by the property owners, and 
the following fine touch of sarcasm 
given to his hearers: 
“ W h y 
didn’t 
they put in the Stoddard hotel, the 
court house and a few other improve­ 
ments? 
There would be just as much 
sense in it.” 
W ith modesty becoming 


to seem surprised that our 
bonded 
dcd>t had increased that much in the 
past E I G H T years. 
“ V our attention is now invited to the 
net bonded debt of our city in com ­ 
parison with that of Racine, Oshkosh 
and Madison, with the valuation of 
property, rate of* taxation and some 
of the principal improvements, such 
as school buildings, pavements, sew­ 
ers, water mains, etc. 
Similar .infor­ 
mation was asked for from Superior 
and Ashland but no replies were re­ 
ceived. 
“ A careful analysis of the statistics 
will, I think, relieve our citizens of 
all fear of the “ bogy man." “ high tax 
rate and bonded debt,” which is trot­ 
ted out every two years for campaign 
exercise, and certainly those who have 
been in power need not take to the 
woods as a result of the comparison.” 
B entley’s Address 
Following Dr. Anderson's talk, A. 
A. Bentley was introduced, and put 
the audience in a happy frame of mind 
with one of his characteristic blends 
of logic and humor. 
He told of a pas­ 
tor. young and diffident, who in a ser­ 
mon on the “ loaves and fishes,” ad­ 
vised his hearers repeatedly that the 
Master had fed five people on 5,000 
loaves and fishes. 
Embarrassed by 
the discovery of his error, he repeated 
the sermon the following Sunday, get­ 
ting the figures right.

of his sermon a member of the c on ­ 
gregation arose and irreverently re­ 
marked, “ T h a t’s nothing, I could do 
that myself.”

Bunge Repeats Speech 
In its essential details the address 
of candidate for Mayor George W. 
Bunge, was a repetition of his speech 
last evening at Wannebo hall on the 
North side, recounted in The Tribune 
of yesterday. 
He bore down upon 
the fact that taxpayers are called up­ 
on to pay more taxes than they did 
ten years ago, when the republicans 
broke the “hoodoo” at the city hall 
and spent one term in office. He said 
that while the tax rate had been re­ 
duced, with the intention of giving 
out the idea that taxes were lower 
they had, in fact, materially increased 
every year since the republican ad­ 
ministration of city affairs. 
He as­ 
serted, as all the

rangement, that the property owners
